A battle over fee increases looms on the 
honzon once again. And Sacramento State 
Students are going to be caught in the middle. 
Governor Pete Wilson has proposed a 10 
percent fee increase for the fall of 1995. He 
has every legal righi to do this but there are 
many reasons why he should not. 

The problems are many and need to studied 
by all facult , administration and most of all 
students so that solutions can be reached. The 
power of the CSUS student has been dimin- 
ished by apathy but this is the time to abolish 
apathy and move on. Only a handful of 
students and one professor were on hand at 
the Capitol during the recent teleconference 
exploring the proposed fee increase. 

Senator Tom Hayden spoke Thursday at 
a teleconference which connected every 
California State University campus. 
Hayden said the universities could and 
Should have a 15 percent fee cut. Why the 
difference in opinion between Governor 
Wilson and Senator Hayden? Is Pete 
Wilson not doing his homework or maybe 
he’s just not concerned about the students 
of California. 

California’s higher education funds are 
being cut back and this is Wilson’s reason- 
ing for the increase, but there are other less
